The chief question between capital 
and labor it one of compensation, 
and capital to benefit or Interest 
labor must Include an Investment of 
brains as well as money. Legitimate 
co-operation for their own good and 
advancement among laboring men 
ha* much to do with securing for 
them their proper share of the re 
ward* of the business; but if the man 
ufacturer must sell hit product 
cheaply, he cannot pa> high wages 
This margin between the cost of the 
raw material and the coat of the fin- 
ished product la one that the work- 
ing man must maintain. If he would 
profit, and it Is this margin that 
marks the difference between the 
working men In free trade Europe 
and the working men In protected 
America. 

Cheap times are never good times. 
In Hums of high wages a man may 

forego luxuries and save a compe- 
tence. In times of low wages, even 
ith a corresponding reduction In the 
cost of living, which does not follow 
as a matter of course, he has no sur- 
plus to lay by. 

We live higher than any other peo- 
e ever llred — higher than our an- 
cestors. Here Is what the national 
bureau of labor has learned: 

Is the high standard of living 
adopted by the American workmen h 
mistake? 

Would he be happier with the 
conditions that surround the English 
or the German laborer? 

'The bureau of labor answer* 
these questions In the negative. Its 
reply being based on reports of In- 
vestigations Into the cost of living In 
the United 8tates. Germany and 
England. Just made by the respective 
government*. 

The bureau lavs emphasis upon 
the food that the American eats. The 
table of the America*- workman Is 
more abundantly supplied and with 
far greater variety. It is declared, 
than either the German or the Eng- 
lish The food of the American work- 
man costs more, but his table does 
not require nearly so large a wage 
percentage as thtt of the English- 
man or the Germtn. 

Another joy that the American 
laborer Is able to experience by hi* 
standard of living is that of keeping 
nls family together. Statistics show 
that the family of the American liv- 
ing at home Is layer than that of the 
German or the Englishman. The 
American Industrial family averse » 
slightly more than five persons, with 
three children to a family living at 
home. 

A comparison of the cost of liv- 
ing shows that the credit the Knglkh 
have beer, given for generatlois, of 
being the greatest beef eaters on the 
globe, is unwarranted. The Ameri- 
can worklngman and his family eat 
much more meat than the English.
